We received funding from the Financial Aid Office to hire a 
student again this year for 12 weeks per fall and winter 
semester (12 hours per week). The pay was $8.00 per hour (plus 
4%) half of which came out of the $10,000.00 allotted for the 
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Reading Room salary. Kim (Kimberly) Reichman, a Women’s 
Studies and Political Science major, was hired and ably 
performed duties in the Reading Room. As she was in her final 
year, she was familiar with Reading Room procedures and 
literature, thus far less time was needed for training. Kim 
was the ideal student with her two years of background in 
Women’s Studies. She showed initiative and common sense. 


Visitors 

There have been several visitors to the Reading Room over the 
past year including four international students sent by 
Continuing Education professor Jeannie Hazel to interview me 
as an assignment for improving their English language skills 
and to learn more about Women’s Studies. A student from 
McGill’s School of Library and Information Science also 
requested an interview, as in previous years. Sixteen visiting 
scholars from Indonesia participating in a programme at the 
Centre for Developing Area Studies at McGill University were 
shown the Reading Room by Principal Chantal Maillé. Raymond 
Smith, a former Montreal computer expert now living in Paris, 
and Donald Barnes, a recent Concordia M.A. graduate and 
retired high school principal, one of the many who wrote 
letters of support for the Institute last year, also visited 
the Reading Room. Several students and one professor brought 
their mothers to see the holdings and to introduce me. The 
Reading Room is also frequented by students from McGill, 
Université de Montreal and several CEGEPs and high schools, 
some of whom take out memberships as Friends of the Reading 
Room. 


(2) entalist’s ons 
For the first time the Reading Room has issued A Current 
Listing of Contents of Selected Women’s Studies Journals. One 
issue per semester is planned. Copies of this were sent to 
faculty and interested members of the Institute and feedback 
has been extremely positive.

I have resigned as Assistant Editor of Education Libraries, a 
position I have held since 1992. 


Concerns 
Despite frequent communications to Security, their staff 


appear on a sporadic basis to check the Reading Room and often 
do little more than appear in the main doorway for a second. 
They have to be asked and trained to check throughout the 
Reading Room, which at present is comprised of three rooms, 
two washrooms and several cupboards. We are rapidly running 
out of space despite using cupboards and a bathroom for 
storage. There is also some concern that eventually the weight 
distribution of the collection may prove too much for the 
present premises. Ideally, we need at least one more room and 
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hopefully in the coming year we may be able to make use of an 
additional room on the 4th floor. 


The Institute’s Communications Officer Susan Sullivan 
continues to do the necessary secretarial work for the Reading 
Room. She makes lists of new holdings, prepares cheque 
requisitions forms, and any necessary correspondence sent by 
the documentalist. 


This has been a positive, busy and successful year for the 
Reading Room.
